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CHICAGO IS 
GONNA MOVE 


Once it Flowed East, Now 
South, But Engineer Will 
Divert it Into Suburbs 


If plans of Maj. Rufus W. Putnam, 
special harbor engineer for the Com- 
mercial Club, materialize, the Chicago 
River, which once flowed into Lake 
Michigan, but now flows in the op- 
posite direction, will be moved to the 
south side of the City, Maj. Put- 


nam proposal was made at a tunch- 


eon before the Greater Chicago La 
Salle Club. He proposes to move 
the river to the far south side, where 


the stream, which now impedes the 
city’s traffic, would be confluent with 
the Calumet River. 

Maj. Putnam declared that in any 
plan which would provids for the 
Chicago of fifty or seventy-five years 
hence the elimination of the river 
which now chokes the city's traffic, 
is a necessity. He referred to the 
river as an open sewer, and said the 
problem involved in the removal of 
the stream was no greater than the 
engineering feat which turned its 
current from Lake Michigan toward 


St. Louis nearly thirty years ago. 


“In its river,” said Maj. Putnam, 
“Chicago stands unique among world 
cities. The heart of no other large 
metropolis is so bisected. With the 
river out of the way, the bridge prob- 
lem be solved. That would per- 
mit a free flow of traffic from the 
downtown sections to the residential 
districts.” 

Engineers have estimated that traf- 
fic js delayed hundreds of hours 
yearly by the opening of bridges to 
let lake steamships through.

War Department Sells 


Guns and Munitions to 


Nicaragua for Suppression of Revolting Liberals 


WASHINGTON, March 23. ()—The Diaz government in Nicaragua has 
purchased 3000 Krag rifies, 200 Browning machine guns and 2.000,000 rounds 
of ammunition from the United States War Department. This announce- 
ment was made by State Department officials late tonight.

ragus but also the lives and property 
of Americans and other foreigners.” 

The arms and ammunitions have 
been shi to Managua. The to- 
tal cost of the purchase wes $217,718. 
The munitions were sold under date 
of February 25, last. The sale is 
secured by a series of notes of 65000 
each given by the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment. These notes, the first of 
which will be due January 31, 1929, 
will be payable monthly. They bear 
6 per cent interest. 


TERMS OF , 

Announcement of the transaction 
was represented as having been au- 
thorized by Secretary Kellogg. It 
said that the terms of the sale were 
the same ag those under which 
guns and munitions were sold to the 
Nicaraguan government in 1921. 

The text of the State Department 
announcement reads: 


“The Nicaraguan government has 


purchased from the United States 
War Department 3000 Krag rifies, 
200 Browning machine guns with 
accessories and 3,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition, the total price being 
$217,718. The Nicaraguan govern- 
ment gives notes of the sum of $5000 
each up to the total of the purchase 
price. The notes mature monthly 
and bear interest at 6 per cent. The 
—_ note is to be paid January 31, 
1929. 

“These are the same terms upon 
which rifles, machine guns and am- 
munition were sold to the Nicaraguan 
government by the United States War 
Department in November, 1921, at 
which time the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment purchased 10,000 Krag rifies 
with 6,000,000 rounds of ammunition 
and fifty machine guns with 1,000,000 
rounds of ammunition, the total price 
$170,585, with interest at 6 per cent 
and payable in thirty-three notes at 
$5000 each, and one note for the bal- 
ance, the first note 8 January 8. 
1924. These notes have all been paid 
off.

“These munitions were sold under 
a contract dated February 25, 1927, 
and have been shipped from the Unit- 
ed States and ere now in Nicaragua. 
They were represented by the Nica- 
raguan government as being urgently 
needed to maintain law and order in 
the country and suppress revolution- 
ary activities which not only threat- 
ened the constitutional government of

OIL STOCKS AT NEW LOWS 


Margin Accounts Well Cleaned Out, and Tired 
Holders Join in Rout; Standard Below 1925 Bottom

Yesterday was a disastrous day for the speculators im oll shares. For 
the first time in more than a year a fair-sized percentage uf the population 
on the Pacific Coast was rudely shocked by the spectacle of crumbling prices, 
a phenomenon that has not figured in the calculations of the people who 


have loaded up on oil stocks tin the 


last year or so. Oomplaints of the 


lethargy in the oil list have been vigorous and frequent, but little thought 
has been given to the possibility of new low prices. 


The liquidation that swept swift-¢ 


ly through the oils is costly, but ac- 
tually it is beheficial. As a result, 
nearly a dozen of the leading oll 


stocks are at new low prices, some of 
them at the lowest since 1925. While 
it is debatable if the liquidation has 
been finished, it is certain that the 
oll market is much healthier than it 
was. 

Weakly-margined accounts have 
been fairly well cleaned out, and the 
tired outright owners of stocks have 
largely liquidated. Undoubtedly these 
shares have

But in a democracy there can be no 
such revolution, for members of a democ- 
racy—all representative government being 
for the purpose so classed—would be mere- 
ly in revolt against themselves. What they 
would seek, as all revolutions seek, would 
be more direct control. But how? As long 
as there are too many people to assemble 
and decide for themselves there must be 
representative government. 
There is no substitute for democracy that 
preserves the democratic principle. It is 
like an element in nature, which may occur 
in many forms, but for which nothing can 
be substituted. In Italy they think they 
have a substitute, an improved democracy, 
but Mussolini is merely the head of the 
Fascist party, representing his followers, 
and government remains in his dominant 
group. 

One can only approach perfection, and 
the best way to accelerate that approach in 


| a democracy is not by revolution or radical- 


ism, but oy the recognition by each of his 
responsibility to the whole. Education fits 
him for that. The difference in conditions 
prevailing in Russia or China and the Unit- 
ed States is represented by the difference 
in the illiteracy percentages. The reason 
America represents the nearest approach 
to the democratic ideal, as ized by 
the organizer of the Russian revolution, is 
because Americans are individually more 
progressive, because the standard of popu- 
lar education here is higher, simply because 
here the average thought process is on @ 
higher plane.

MEXICO ENTHUSIASTIC 


To the south Mexico is sharing 
the enthusiasm of Canada in this 
year’s contest. Antonio Vargas is di- 
rector of the Mexican contest and 
reports particularly high interest 
throughout the several States. Three 
subjects have been allotted for 
choice to the Mexican entrants. They 
are: “The Influence of Youth Upon 
the Destinies of Nations,” Pan- 
Americanism” and “The Mexican 
Government.” 

El Universal, leading daily news- 
paper of Mexico City, is assuming 
responsibility for the Mexican na- 
tional contest and believes Mexico 
will again show well to the fore in 
the international. Last year the 
Mexican representative was placed 
second, speaking on “Bolivar and the 
Latin-American Republics.” Mexican

The winner will reach the 
United States in time to accompany 
the finalists from this country ang 
Canada on their European tour, sail- 
ing from New York for England on 
the Leviathan July 2 for a three- 
month trip. 


FINALS OCTOBER 14 


International finals will be held in 
Washington on October 14, following 
the trip abroad, and will be partici- 
pated in by representatives of the 
United States, England, France, Can- 
ada, Mexico, Japan and the Hawal- 
lan Islands—this portion of the Unit- 
ed States being entered as a sep- 
arate country for the purposes of 
this event. 

In determining the Mexican finals 
there will be representatives of six 
regions, or districts, competing in 
the June 24 contest, the winner of 
this contest being the Mexican rep- 
resentative to the International. 
From the other competing coun- 
tries come reports of great interest 
in and enthusiasm over this con- 
test. In each instance the regional 
plan is being followed until all but 
one entrant is eliminated, leaving 
the winner as the- international as- 
pirant. Each country has chosen a 
subject pertinent to its -particular 
form of government—following the 
plan of using the Constitution in the 
United States. Newspapers and edu- 
cators are backing the project abroad 
as well as at home and substantial 
awards are being offered through 
the several elimination periods.
